The Amendment, filed on August 18, 2004 has been entered and is 
acknowledged by the Examiner. 

Cancellation of claims 1 , 4 and 57 has been entered. 

Applicant's arguments filed August 18, 2004 regarding claims 2, 3, 5, 6, 60 and 
61 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of the application has 
been withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Claims 2, 3, 5-21 , 23-39, 41-56 and 58-64 allowed over the prior art of record. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Regarding claims 2,3,5 and 6 the prior art of record neither teaches nor suggests 
a light emitting device having all the limitations as claimed and particularly the limitation 
comprising one EL element in the pixel portion comprising first EL layer comprising a 
triplet compound and second EL element in the pixel portion comprising a second EL 
layer comprising a singlet compound and the hole transporting layer of the first EL layer 
comprises plurality of hole transporting layers. 

Claims 8,10,12,14,16,18,20,23,25,27^ and 
55 are allowed because of their dependency status from claim 2. 

Claims 7,9,11,13,15,17,19,21,24,26,28,30,32,34,36,38,39,42,44,46,48,50,5 
and 56 are allowed because of their dependency status from claim 3. 

Claims 58 and 59 are allowed because of their dependency status from claims 5 
and 6 respectively. 

Regarding claim 60 and 61 the prior art of record neither teaches nor suggests a 
light emitting device having all the limitations as claimed and particularly the limitation 
comprising one EL element in the pixel portion comprising first EL layer comprising a 
triplet compound and second EL element in the pixel portion comprising a second EL 
layer comprising a singlet compound and a hole injection layer in contact with the anode 
and deposited under the hole transporting layer. 

Claims 62 and 63,64 are allowed because of their dependency status from 
claims 60 and 61 respectively.
